fruitless endeavor to finish the drydock 
by day's work. Against the adoption 
of this system we have entered a pro- 
test ; and havo called upon the Domin- 
ion Government to either take over 
and finish the dock as a Dominional 
4^'*ntbrprise or impose such checks upon 
tlns^Government as will insure the 
proper application of the funds. Wo 
trust that this Government havo not 
failed to press upon the attention of 
the authorities at Ottawai the- import- 
ance of an early commencement of the 
dock, and that they have been enabled 
definitely to ascertain that the proposed 
subsidy is a gift and not a loan.

THE OUTGROWTH OF LICF.X- 
TIOUS JOURNALIS^f. 



The "attempted assassination at San 
Francisco of Eev. I. S. Kallocii, a 
candidate for the position of Mayor, by 
GiiAS. DeYounh, proprietor of the San 
Francisco Chronicle, is the natural out- 
growth of a vile .system of ))orsonal 
journalism which has obtained for some 
years at San Francisco, and which 
flourished because it was relished l>y a 
large and influential section of the 
community. The Chronicle has always 
been known as a sensational newspaper. 
In preparing mental food for its read- 
ers it has been entirely unscru])ulous 
and has battened upon sen.sations creat- 
ed by invading tho home circle and o.\- 
jMJsing to the public gaze the "skele- 
ton" that is said to be hidden in every 
household closet, regardless of the ))aiu 
and misery the oxjiosure inflicted upon, 
those concerned. The object of the ui o- 
prietors was to make their paper sell, 
and if in gaining a large ciroulation 
they walked over the ruins of once 
happy homes they were untouched by 
tho anguish they caused. Some y«'ars 
ago a bold writer, who had lieen stig- 
uuitized as a criminal by tho Chrujiir/r, 
ascertained that there was a "skeleton'' 
in the family-closet of the DeYouncs 
and decided to drag it out. He hired 
type and press and forthwith issued a 
newspaper called the Sun, in which he 
published a statement rellocting upon 
tlie mother and sister.s of tlie Di;- 
YouKOS, giviny names, dates ami fact.s. 
The DeYoitkcs went to the Stin ofliec 
• and smashed the type and press. Cha-s. 
DeYounq disguised himself and 
meeting tJio editor of tho Sun on the

crippling a passing boy. For this crime 
DeYol'NC! was never brought to trial. 
The Grand Jury was manipulated and 
y Jie/i ^soajjed punishment. Since tliat 
'■ tevent iiie' Ohromcle has pui'sued its 
reckless career, almost undisturbed. 
Latterly it has assailetl the work- 
\,ingmen, Kearney and their can- 
didates with all the vituperative 
force that it could command. Eev. 
Mr.. '. .Kallocii, becoming promin- 
ent as, a workingman's candidate, was 
singled out for attack. Now it appears 
" that Kallocii (who is a Baptist minis- 
ter) in his young days in Boston had 
been accused of — well, it wa.s under- 
stood , that ho was not a JosEPU, and 
for one of his peccadilloes he «-as tried, 
and although acquitted it was seen that 
his infiuence as a clergyman was gone, 
and he came West, sottling in Kansa.s. 
There he became a politician. About 
five years ago he drifted to San Fran- 
cisco where a church or temple 
capable of holding several thousand 
people was built for him. When the 
anti-Ghineae movement commenced 
Kallocii espou.sed tho cause of . the 
workingmen and preached from his 
pulpit from the text, "Tlio Chinese 
must Go." Before the recent nominat- 
ing convention ho was put forward as 
Mayor. The Chronicle published an 
account of his Boston escapade; but 
KALtodil seems to have kept his temper 
and declined to retaliate in kind. In 
last Thur.stlay's G/truiiicle ihun^ appear- 
ed an article that assailed the reputa- 
tion of Kallocii'.s father, who had 
been dead 30 year.s. Ivallocii, as we 
gather from the disjiatches, retaliated 
the following evening at a public meet- 
ing- by reading from a copy of the Sun 
tllpiiiistory of the lives of DeYorxo's 



mother and sisters. Ou Saturday 
evening Oiiaklks DeY''puno , drove to 
the Temple in a dose (iab," had Kallocii 
called out and shot him twice as he 
stootl by the carriage wheel. DeYouxc; 
is in gaol. The populace are aroused 
and should Kallocii die there may he 
riotiag and lynching and burning, and 
tho disorder may culminate in a Vigi- 
lance Committee. Such is tho deplor- 
able condition to which licentious 
journalism has brought political parties 
in California; but infamous as is tho 
practice by which the privacy of houses 
are invaded and family allaii-s draggeil 
through the mire by a partisan press, 
we are reminded that professional 
libellers could not exist as such for a 
liioment if there were not in nearly 
every community a class of people that 
encourage b}' their patroiuige and ac- 
tive .sympathy scurrilou.s wretches who 
gain their livelihood by blackening 
private character ai;d holding up to pul,- 
lic gaze the weaknesses of their fellow- 
baings — sometimes (as in the case of 
the DeYuun'gs), rilling the gnivo of an 
ancestor for evidence to wound tho feel- 
ings of an opponent.

Ability of Canada to Build a Trans- 
ContinoiLtal Ilailroad,. 



EoiTOn CoLO.VlST: — A few items 
from this section of the counti-y may 
be of some importance to ^-our readers. 
This has been an oxtrn, aeason, some- 
thing more than common for tliis part 
of the upper countiy. We havo had 
all kinds of weather, tho spring was 
cold and backward; the summer very 
wet, there never have been such falls 
of rain seen in this vicinity. It did 
not rain; it jjoured. It seemed as if 
some one had opened a (lood-gate and 
let it come all at once. Torrents sM-opt 
down from the mountains, cutting 
gulches, causing luvavy slides of rooks 
and carrying everything moveable be- 
fore them that they came in contact 
with, doing damage to fields, fences 
and roads. In Some places everv sin;\ll 
creek has become a river. As a gen 
eial thing tho .sfnisona licru arc too drv, 
a great drawback to farmers who ha\ e 
not plenty of water to irrigate their 
land. Very little irrigation has been 
required this summer. Should we have 
a few such seasons as this you could liiid 
a good ranch here on top of anv 
of those mountains. It v.ill nuiko 
some of those .^tock-raisers, teamsters 
and poor cattle of last sca.sons (who 
have sufi'ered so much from iiaitl win- 
ters) smile when they look up and .sec 
the bunch grass and all other kinds of 
feed on the mountains or in ;aiv 
direction they choose to look. 

Tho water has Iieen too high on uli 
the creeks for prosjiectiug. The lionii 
parte bridge at Cache Creek, carried 
away by high water, is being built 
again, superintended by A. Stevenson. 
The weather since harvesting eoinmi'uc- 
cd could not be 'setter had we tho nudc- 
ing of it the exception of just a 

little too hot. The faru^er.s are all tak- ! 
ing advantage of it anil nothing but the | 
sound of mowers and reapers is heard in I 
all directions. A few are about finish- 
ing up. The cro])s aro heavy and of 
o.xcellent quality; but there is a poor 
look out foi- a market. Freightii>g on 
the roads is very cpiict and prices very 
low, a bad sign for tho coun;ry. Pol- 
itics veiy quiet also; people don't take 
so much interest in them as usual.

Tilis worltl-reiiowued slate-wi-iting 
medium is at the Driard House whore he 
will i-eiu;iia for ii week. A representative 
of The Colonist called on the doctor last 
evening and found him soatetl at a two- 
leaved, varnished pine table, wliich had 
been prociu-ed >fronv a funiturc store in 
the city. After a'few remarks the medium 
directed the newspaper man to lay his 
hands Hat on the tal)le,4he doctor cover- 
ing the hands with 'one "ofhis, and hold- 
ing in the other hand two ordinary school 
slates between which wa.s placed a pieco 
of slate pencil about an eiglitli of an inch 
ill length. The slates were held close to 
tile visitor's ear and presently there were 
heard nips ou the tabje and. a scratching 
soundas if some, onVi were writing tjpon one 
of the slates. After about fivo niiiiutos the 
scnUchini; cea.sed and the slates beinir 
iij)ciieil tlifeo iiu'.s.sagc.i woiu i-li.scoverod 
written theredii — one in Latin, another 
in Freiicli and a third in English, the last 
signed "Hugh Miller," .re])roaching the 
Vj'orld for its Bceptiuisni^concerning .Sjiiri- 
tualism; The Imndwritinl'bf each mos.sago 
was entirely dissimilar, and the position 
in which the slates wore lielil precKidoJ 
the po.ssibility of the uicdiiim writing the 
inoasagos hiiiLself. Raps were then hoard 
under the table. One of the slates was 
wrenched violently from the doctor's 
hands, and appearctl at the othcrsideof the 
table, and then ilow baok'to thq medium's 
lap; a chair danced about on one leg; a 
small acconlioii was held beueatli the 
table and played by iiivi.sililu hands, while 
invisible feet danced a ljre;ik ilown on the 
ceiling. There was more writing on the 
slato by the Doctor's wife, v.ho promised 
the visitor cummunications fruiii spirit 
friends at a future sitting, and finally the 
table w£is lifted from the floor anil drop- 
pod violently back again, while ghostl}- 
hands [)inclu d the \ i.siti)r'.s Iciieea and 
tapped him on tin- head the meiliiun, 
lueanwhiU-, sitting with his feet ia 
full \i('W and his hands resting 
on the table. NVliile llu'ru was 
much . that surprised, ihuru was no 
domonstrAtion of a convincing character 
bccaiiso, aH Doctor Sladc said, the weather 
was unfaviii'.'ible. The .■fcioii'.', however, 
was of an interesting and pleasant charac- 
ter. The Doctor's conversational imwoin 
are Osoellont and his appuoj-antc and man- 
ners prepossessing.

Offort) having bought 
largely of sou otter and other furs, prices 
rule high and stores are sold correspond- 
ingly so, 

Mr. A. H. Gouge has returned from the 

Kencmas River, ivhoro gold is known to 
exist, tho Naas Indians compelling hitu 
and his crew of Fort Siinp.son Indians to 
head their canoe down stream Their 
e.xeuso is that tho river and the btreams 
(whore some of thom have been getting 
gold) are tlioir own, that tho Queen did 
not malfo that river and that if ho w.ts 
allowed to go up any further (saj-, 8 or 10 
miles) white men would come in numbers 
and not only take tho gold, but would 
muddy tho water and drive away the 
salmon from their fishing grounds. 
Thoy also say that Dr. ,1'owoll 
tohl thorn not to lot any white men up 
tlioro, biit this version of tho afTair is be- 
lieved here to bo a f.abrication of tho In- 
dians. Mr. (!. will return again and 
make another attempt to got up. 

IMr. .]. J. Kobinson has returned after 
a long canoe trip to tho 'J'acou country, 
where ho wont to look at a galena lodge 
which, altough rich, amounted to little 
or nothing. The Hov. Dr. Jackson, of 
Denver, came with him and preached in 
our chnrch last Snmlay to a largo and rc- 
s|>ectablo congregation of Indiiins.

Young drove to Metro[)olitan Temple 
alone in a coupie. Knlloch was about 
stepping into a carriage.

As Kidloch 
ajiproached the coupie DoYoung lired, 
hitting hiiu in tho breast just above 
the heart. .Kiilloch staggerctl antl turn- 
ed to escape. DoYoung lired again 
hitting liim in the thigh. Quito a num- 
ber of workingmen were in the vicinity 
of tho item pie; they made a rush for the 
couple and seized the horses' heads and 
endeavored Lo get DeYoung out. He 
kept lliein uL bay for a moment with a 
pistol. jNTeautimc an oflicor arrived on 
the scene. The crowd seized the coupie 
and overturned it. As it went over 
DeYoung got out. He and the oflicor 
were. at once at tncked ; tho oflicor was 
knocked dnwu and tratnpled on. De- 
Young was licateu about tho head and 
face. Two more officers made their 
ap])earanco and with their assistance 
DeYoung was taken to the Baldwin 
Hotel and escaping by the other en- 
trance got into a carriage and drove 
rapidly to the police station. De- 
Young was taken to one of tho tank 
cells. The police rapidly assembled, 
(lenl. iMeC'omb ordercrl tho military to 
assemble al their arniorie:-! where they 
are now awaiting orders. News of the 
tragcdj' spread like wildfire through 
the city .and the streets soon became 
ci'C^wdctrwith excited throng.s. Strong 
guards wm'o plaoeil o\ i'r the Clironide 
business and printing otliccs to prevent 
them being sacked. H. DeYoung, 
who was at the Chronicle oflice at tho 
time of tho shooting, at once sought 
the city prison, whore he is now in 
company with Ciiarles.

Deceased was walking with 
Rev. Mr. Conron and Mrs Carson when 
the tree cracked. Tho former rushed 
forward and the latter drew back. 
Tho deceased ran to the riglit, in the 
course which the tree fell, and was 
cru.shod beneath it. 

FllKDKRICTOX, N. B., .Aug. 0. — A 
most daring outrage is reported from 
Caribou. On Wednesday morning, a 
girl named Kearney, aged ten years, 
was picking berries about a mile from 
Caribou villiage, when .she was ap- 
proached and outraged by a French- 
man in the employ of Collins d; Por- 
ters, named Jerry Bouillier. Her father, 
getting a description of Bouillier, im- 
mediately set ofT to the place whore he 
was employed, and recognized in him 
the ])erpetrator of the deetl. Kearney 
intended arresting him himself, but 
was advised by another party to get out 
a summons. He took the advice and 
started for tho warrant, but before he 
had proceeded far word was sent that 
Bouillier had escajicd to the woods. 
Shcrifl" Barker and an assistant at once 
started in pursuit, and soon came up 
with the fugitivi.', but were unable to 
ca[)turc hiin. Meanwhile, the whole 
neighborhood became aroused and a 
band of tifty men scoured the woods in 
every direction. A sentry consisting 
of three young men named Clarke, 
Collins and Irvine, was ])ostetl near 
Bouillier's house and about 5 p.m. ho 
was seen to emerge from the forest and 
run towards tho house. Jlis body was 
coverctl by the X'ovolvera of tho sentry, 
and be turned to run fi'om thorn, at 
the same time telling them thoy dare 
not shoot. Clarke levelled his revolver 
and Gred at him, the buUct striking 
him in tho lower part of the abdoiuen. 
Tho .vouiided man remained standing 
for a moment and then dropjied, appar- 
ently dead. He was carried to the 
Caribou House, and his wounds were 
dressed. The bullet was found to have 
lodged in tho groin, and could not be 
extracted. He now lies in a most pre- 
carious condition and is not expected 
to recover. Tho excitement in Caribou 
and vicinity over tho affair is intense, 
and if Bouillier had been capfctired by 
the infuriated crowds of men in search 
of him, he would undoubtedly have been 
lynched.

A Bi/law to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
" ' Buildings vnthin certain Fire Limit» 
kHMii the City of Victoria : 

I. Tliiit such piirt (if tne City lioiiiuletl 
on tlio Xcirtli liy Joliiisuii sii-eft, mi tlie 
South by Foi-t street, lui tliu Kiist liy 
Broixtl street ami mi tlie We.st by the 
Water Frontage bo huieliy ilechiied with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from contra of Broad .slitill be limits rc- 
ferroil to iibuve. 

U'; All Huililiiio:; heioaftei- erected with- 
in the Firo Liuut.s .shall liiivo their outside 
Walls and parly Walln made of Brick, 
Stone or other iucombu.stible material and 
such outside Wall.s shall extend four feet 
iibove Wall Phitc of Uoof , and party Walls 
.sli.tll also oxteml to saiiie height above 
Wall Plate of Koof. Roofs shall bo cov- 
ered with .Hiiuh material as will oflbrd pro- 
tection aoaiii.Ht Fire and the W.tlls shall 
be no enn.stnicted a.s to separate all Wood 
Work thnnuiglily and romplotely of the 
ititerior and e.xterior of such Building 
from all and eveiy I'.art of the interior aiul 
exterior of tiny adjoining Building. If 
the npe.x of Uoof should e.xcood tho height 
of Firo Wall.s, then tlio Roof must be 
covered with such iiuiterial a.s will aflbrd 
protection ajrain.st Fire. Tii tho case of 
Gables the Wallrt are to be carried up tn 
tho full height of the Apex of .said Roof. 
The torn Building, an applied in this 
Section, ahull not iiichuie Privies or 
Sheds for atonige of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

;;. AH Re|iair.sto Buildings construeted 
of brick, .ston(% or other incombustible 
materials, shall lie made to conform ti< 
this Ordinance. 

4 The Wooden ltuildin<; within the 
said Firo Limits .shall not be .altered or 
changed without the written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the N'ictorin Fire 
Department, appioved Tiv a iiiajorilv of 
the Fire Wlirdens, whi'eli |^en'ii-t shall 
specify fully the aiii-ralii.ii.s urehannes re- 
e|uired, ami no such permit shall be given 
if .any increase will be made by the pro- 
posed change or alteration in the si/e of 
any Wooden I'uilding witliin the said 
Limits, or if .such repairi^ ^-v aheiat ion.H 
will increase the value of such building 
more than Twenty-lice per cent. The aji- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in tiie 
oflico of tho City Clerk, 

B. No Rnilding within tlio said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a i)or- 
tion of the same lot on which it staiuls or 
to a point outside the Firo Limits. 

C. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gcrniia n'.iis.ince, or when any W>oden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in the judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tjic Firo Wardens, bo 
damaged by lire to the extent of onc-lialf 
or more of its actual value, tho Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to be served upon the 
owner or person liaving control thereof a 
notice retpiiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and the person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten d.ays 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. (hie Stury Jinildinys — Fuundatiniis 
to be notlcss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than oightoeii inches 
in tlio hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
be, brick walls to bo not less than twelve 
inches thielc. Two SUiry Biiildinys — 
Foinulations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gr.avcl, its 
the case may be. Brick IFa/Zi— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
doemcd guilty of a iniBdomeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing i;uch violation .shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tlie Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Firo Dopartraont and the Firo \Vardons 
are required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw aro enforced and to make com- 
plaints in tho Police Court for violiition 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may be -ited for all 
purpo.se.-i as " Tho l^ylaw fi o- Pn iliibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Bnildinga, 1870."
